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OUR AFRICAN MISSION: IMPORTANT FACTS. 


It belongs to the calling of a Church of 


Christ to preach the Gospel, not only in. 


Christendom, but to all mankind, for the 
" purpose of leading men to their Saviour. 
—Old Motto Spirit of Missions. 


THE salvation of men, as such, irre- 
spective of national or other problems, 
is and ever must be the great inspiring 
motive in missionary effort; yet the 
construction and establishment of a 
Christian nationality, especially in such 
a region as Western Africa, is a most 
important object; and if, as seems evi- 
dent, its firm establishment is depend- 
ent upon the presence of foreign Mis- 
sionaries within and beyond its borders, 
then we have an additional and cogent 
reason for sending them. 


Bishop Penick writes that the little | 
colony of Liberia is far from being safe | 


yet, but that there are more men who 
are working and praying for the true 
elevation of that infant republic than 
ever before; and the majority of these 
men, he says, are the former pupils of 
our Mission schools. Mr. Crusoe, one 
of the foremost merchants on the coast, 
was a Mount Vaughan school-boy, and 
many others in prominent positions owe 
those positions to the help we gave 
them. 

History shows that there have been 
very few colonies established in any 
part of the world without more or less 


conflict with the natives, and Liberia is | trip. 


no exception to the rule, even though 
the colonists are of the same race as the 
natives and are returning to the ancient 
home of their fathers. Several times 
have the Liberians been in armed con- 
flict with the adjacent native tribes, and 
but for the missionary labors of our 
Church among the latter, these conflicts 
would have been much more sanguinary 
and disastrous. “The native Chris- 
tians,” writes Bishop Penick, “ are al- 
ready the great peace-making power of 
the land.” 

African colonization has now assumed 
a new and unlooked-for phase, and the 
wisdom and prudence of both Christian 
natives and Liberians will be more than 
ever called into requisition and put to 
the test. Hitherto the emigrants went 
in vessels belonging to and at the ex- 
pense of the American Colonization So- 
ciety, and this society made some dis- 
crimination as to the character of those 
sent. But now, so intense is the desire 
of the colored people of the South to go 
to Africa, that they have taken the mat- 
ter into their own hands. They have 
formed their own “Emigration Socie- 
ties,” purchased their own vessels (a sail- 
ing ship and a steamship), and have so 
over-crowded these vessels that a hun- 
dred or more have had to be taken off 
and compelled to wait until the next 
No less than seventy-one thou- 
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sand, it is said, are enrolled for emigra- 
tion in a single State—Louisiana—and 
the movement embraces all the Southern 
States. : 

History proves that such large and in- 
discriminate emigration has scarcely ever 
taken place without encroachments upon 
the lands and disregard of the rights of 
the natives, and this has been followed by 
the ill-will, hatred, and armed opposition 
of the latter. Never before did the work 
which our Church, through her self-de- 
nying Missionaries, has performed, both 
among the colonists and natives of 
Liberia and its neighborhood, appear so 
important as now; and never was there 
a more imperative call to enlarge that 
work. 

If; before this new era in African col- 
onization had set in, Bishop Penick could 
write, “the little colony is not safe yet,” 
we may well have reason to fear for her 
safety now that there is to be such an 
influx of all classes of emigrants, many 
of them presumably very ignorant and 
superstitious. Not only has our Church 
been the means of bringing many of the 
natives and colonists to a saving knowl- 
edge of the truth, and making them en-

lightened and influential citizens, but 
she has also doubtless, as Bishop Penick 
supposes, “prevented much going back 
to degradation and heathenism” on the 
part of the colored emigrants. And if 
the thousands who are now going from 
our country are to take up their abode 
near pagan tribes which have few or 
no Missionaries and native Christians 
among them, there will be a still strong-. 


er tendency, it would seem, toward hea- . 
‘thenism and immorality. 


If then we have a-hearty good-will 
toward those who have left or are 
about to leave our shores, and surely 
they have peculiar claims upon us; if 
we desire a truly strong and Christian 
republic in Western Africa, and one 
that shall be a blessing to the neighbor- 
ing tribes and nations; if we wish col- 
onists and natives to live in peace and 
harmony, let us enlarge our work, and 
give toit more of our sympathy, our 
prayers, and our substance. 

Bishop Penick has already announced 
his purpose to push the work vigorous- 
ly among the heathen tribes, and at the 
same time to aid the Liberians to help 
themselves.

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man who visited Cape Mount, looking for a 
location, some three years ago, but finally de- 
cided to go farther South, where he felt he 
could get more directly to larger bodies of 
heathen, and also avoid some of the diflficul- 
ties which encompass the work here. He 
tells me that Abiokuta has 200,000 inhabitants. 
Hordes live there, and he thinks his work is 
advancing slowly but surely. Mr. David 
himself is a young unmarried man from Mis- 
sissippi, and talks as if he had the spirit of a 
true missionary in him. His health, however, 
is failing after three years’ work, and now 
he is on his way from England, where he has 
been to recruit. 

Upon getting to the steamer, two miles out 
at sea, I was told by the captain that he would 
not stop at Cape Palmas, so had to return in 
the night to Monrovia to wait another week. 
—Standard of the Cross. 


COMPLICATIONS. 


Steamship ‘‘ Benin,” off GRAND Bassa, 
March 28th, 1878. 

. . . Now for our own work. In the start 
our Church selected Liberia, and thus in a 
measure cast in her lot with the Liberians. In 
so doing she has all along been involved in 
more or less complications, and is apt to be 
suspected by one or both parties in case of 
war between the colonists and natives. This 
calls for the most careful management in the 
work, and is one of its great difficulties. They 
who would understand us here must ever bear 
this in mind. 

There is another important feature to be 
remembered, viz., the great aim of the large 
majority of Liberians and nine hundred and 
ninety-nine thousandths of the natives is to 
make all the money they can out of Missions. 
«‘ How much is in it?” is the question that is 
uppermost in all their dealings with the Mis- 
sionary. So if he comes out here expecting 
to be received with open arms and treated with 
a helping hand and heart of gratitude, he will 
be sadly, sadly mistaken, and, unless he is 
sharper than most young ministers, most ter- 
ribly swindled. So your easy, well-educated, 
trusting, unsuspecting, theory-loving, theo- 
logical scion proves a sad failure in about 
eighteen months, gets heart-sick and body- 
sick, gives up the work, or dies ; and people 
wonder why Missions area failure. In the 
meantime the heathen and some Lilerians, 
having gotten more expert on their last victim, 
await anxiously a new arrival on which to 
test their skill. The grace of Gop raises up 
a few men here who are noble exceptions to 
this rule, but they are sadly in the minority. 
Hence the great importance of sending prac- 
tical men, and women too, to this field. Men 
who have been educated in the stern school 
of hardship and want are apt to make the 
best Missionaries. The friend above named 


said: ‘‘ Bishop, I was thirteen years old before 
I could read, and had to chop wood at fifty 
cents per cord to pay for my first schooling. 
I worked into the seminary I know not how, 
and was in the junior class when telegraphed 
to meet our Board of Missions, who asked me 
if I could get ready and go to Africa in.three 
weeks. I did; and here I am, thanking Gop 
for His goodness to me.” Now here is the 
type of the men we need. Yes, they must 
be men every inch, or stay where petting con- 
gregations and loving friends can and will 
make allowances for their weaknesses. Such 
is the work, and such the soldiers of CHRIST 
needed to do it. 
THE OUTLOOK. 

Now for the outlook. Icannot call it plan, 
for it is subject to alteration by a thousand 
unseen contingencies. First, our tribes are too 
small for us to teach them in their own tongue. 
We do hope to have Arabic at some future 
time, but for the present English must be our 
language, the natives prefer it, and by teach- 
ing it we at once give them a literature, and 
place them in communication with the Chris- 
tian world. So let no man’s heart fail him on 
account of language, which was so long my 
«lion in the way.” 

Secondly, we want to concentrate our white 
Missionaries at Cape Mount, with the excep- 
tion of those needed to supervise the work 
among the Gedeboes ; and thus form a Chris- 
tian community, whose life and atmosphere 
will teach the heathen more than any amount 
of precept. For we will thus transfer the 
children from heathen to Christian surround- 
ings, while the comfort and encouragement 
teachers will be to each other will cause them 
to work better and happier than it is possible 
for them to do if isolated. I do not know of 
one permanent station raised by an isolated 
Missionary, while I can point to many heaps 
of mission buildings, monuments of sad fail- 
ure. Once get our forces concentrated, and 
then comes the work of building up a large 
school. We should have one thousand schol- 
ars; to get them we need a small cutter to ply 
up and down the coast, gathering children and 
keeping in provisions. These children we 
propose keeping at school four years, making 
them work a portion of each day. At the 
expiration of four years, transfer them to a 
farm as near a model farm as we can make it, 


where they are to work two years, and then’ 


get grants of land from the government and 
settle them in a colony, with their own school, 
church, mechanics, and everything to make 
them self-supporting. Thus we will plant a 
colony each year (D. V.), and by these Chris- 
tian colonies open up the interior so that we 
can hold regular communications with the 
sea, Which is now simply impossible. I be- 
lieve, with proper men, such an institution can 
be carried on for fifty thousand dollars per

' year, all told ; ¢. e., twenty teachers and one 
thousand children, with books, board, and 
clothing complete, and in ten years it should 
be self-supporting. But so much depends on 
the men who have charge. If they cannot 
manage natives, why there is no end of trouble. 
The cost of provisions, too, may vary. But 
_we must be faithful, firm, and true, and press 
on as Gop gives us strength. 


METHODS OF BUSINESS. 

There is another very important considera- 
tion. We must do all of our business our- 
selves. At present, if Iowe a man twenty- 
five cents and give him an order on a store, he 
gets a yard of calico, which cost the merchant 
six and one-fourth cents, or something of 
equal value; for fifty cents he would get one 
pound of tobacco, which cost the merchant 
fifteen cents, while we cash that order in good 
money. Thus everything here in shape of 
labor is costing us three hundred per cent. 
more than it should. Of course this will be 
changed at the earliest moment, which will be 
just as soon as we can get a store-house and 
order some goods. The natives prefer our 
paying them to orders on traders’ stores. J 
write these things because they lie at the-very 
foundation of the work, and that business 
men may see what we encounter and how we 
must meet our difficulties. Had I known 
these things before I came it would have 
saved me much trouble and some money. 

And now, brethren, I have laid open before 
you the work here; my duty is very simple. 
Take what Gop sends and be faithful with it. 
I too have learned in whatsoever state I am, 
therewith to be content. But for Zion’s sake 
I dare not hold my peace. Her very life is 
pledged to this work, and by all the sacred- 
ness of truth I plead with my brethren, 
Bishops, Clergy, and laity, to redeem their 
pledges to their Gop. We can and will gladly 
do and suffer whatever Gop may appoint us. 
But let us feel that Zion is true, that her 
pledges made at the Church font, the chancel, 
in the Board of Missions, and in our General 
Conventions are as sacred as if each member 
had given his individual note. We must be 
true, or our character is gone; and the place to 
test the trueness is where men act, not where 
they speak.—The Churchman. 


BOAT WANTED AND PROVIDED. 
Bishop Penick has written a letter to chil- 
dren, under date of March 19th, from Mon- 
rovia. He wants a boat of his own in which 
to travel up and down the coast. He says he 
must have it, for it is a rare thing for a boat

to come to Cape Mount. It will save time 
and money. For want of it, the Missionaries 
may be delayed sometimes a month from their 
work; and the Bishop says he has been asked 
sometimes as high as a hundred dollars for a 
boat to carry him from Monrovia to Cape 
Mount. There are places to which he must 
go, when there is but one day’s work, and 
which he cannot reach without losing from 
two to four or five weeks. If he had a good 
sailing craft, he could make his visitations from 
one end of Liberia to another in four weeks. 
He can soon man a boat with a crew of 
Gedebo theological students. A little ocean 
yacht that will carry ten tons, and that ought 
not to cost over a thousand dollars, will do. 
It is not difficult to conjecture why Bishop 
Penick writes to the children on this subject. 
—Standard of the Cross. 


Some months since a society calied the 
«African Special Aid” was.gtetted among his 
friends in Baltimore, ieOxing to the direct as- 
sistance of the-Bishop and his work, in the 
many Jitte comforts and needs for which the 
Fereign Committee does not and cannot pro- 
vide. This society has been moving along 
slowly and quietly, but surely, not interfering 
in the least with our regular contributions to 
the Foreign and Domestic Committees, which 
we are in duty bound to help first. . 

But the chief matter that prompted and em- 
boldened me to trouble you with this communi- 
cation yetremains. As seen by the Bishop’s let- 
ter to the children, he wishes to have a boat. 
More than this, it must be seen that a boat is 
necessary. Anyone can see what an immense 
advantage it would be to him and his workers, 
leaving out of the question their comfort and 
safety, which, to many hearts, and, I may say, 
to the Church and the cause, is of no little im- 
portance and concern. Besides this letter in 
your paper the Bishop has written to one of 
the vestrymen of the Church of the Messiah, 
desiring him to make inquiries as to the cost 
of building such a boat as would suit his 
wants. Now, this vestryman says the Bishop 
<<«must have the boat!” Many others echo the 
same. Accordingly we are moving in the mat- 
ter. We want to raise for the object $1,250. 
A plan is on foot to procure the amount. 
Already a good sum is subscribed. The 
Church of the Messiah will promise seven 
or eight hundred—all if no one else helps. — 
Correspondence Southern Churchman. 

It would appear that, through the kindness 
of these and other good friends, the Bishop is 
to have his vessel.—Ep

We hope he will be out before 
There are so many matters for 
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him to arrange and so much work to be 
organized. 
CITY WORK, SHANGHAI. 

In the meantime I drop you a few lines 
about the work in the southern part of the 
Shanghai field. In our city congregation 
there are several persons waiting for Baptism, 
and the schools are doing well. Only we are 
again in trouble about our music. One 
teacher was married and the voice of the 
other has broken down. It is hard work to 
teach Chinese children to sing—very hard. 
Our city Church music, from being some- 
thing dreadful to hear, had become quite 
pleasing; but I am sorry to say we are rather 
falling back now. 

Some one may take exception to the idea 
of persons waiting for Baptism. The very 
best answer to all such is, let them come out 
and try the work for ten or twelve years, and, 
as far as adults are concerned, they will be in- 
clined to wait too. . 


BAIRD HALL. 
Our young candidates from ‘‘ Baird Hall” 


are coming out well as lay readers, superin- 


tendents of Sunday-schools, and in other 
work. 

I feel, if they only hold on as they have be- 
gun, our Baird Hall school will not have failed 
of its aim, if itdoes no more; there are others, 
however, coming on, who bid fair to make 
good and useful men. We always rejoice 
with trembling over our work; we have had 
so many sore trials and sad disappointments in 
those of whom we had great hopes. I have 
constant applications from relatives of boys to 
receive them into the school. I could in- 
crease it to any number; but even if I should 
I doubt whether it would be well. They 
have in view only the rice and clothes given 
the boys, and care but very little for the train- 
ing. ‘This is the rule, though there are excep- 
tions. I am trying either to introduce the 
plan of making each relative help in the 
matter of food or clothing, or else require 
him to give the boy or girl up entirely to the 
charge of the Mission. I find the plan pro- 
posed has been adopted in North China with 
success. With a trained corps of good Chris- 
tian teachers, such an institution as ‘‘ Baird 
Hall,” or something better, would become a 
power in the land for good. .. . 


CHIH-PAU STATION. 


Our Chib-pau station seems to be taking 
hold; there are several applicants for Bap- 


tism; there are others too who seem to be 
seeking the truth. 
We have now a regular Sunday Service, be- 
sides the daily preaching to the outside hea- 
then. The Sunday Service is for the school 


and the ‘‘inquirers.” We have opened a vac-. 
cination hall, and find the Chinese very ready ~ 


to avail themselves of this preventive of the 
ravages of small-pox. Mow-Chung Ting, the 
younger brother of the late Rev. Mr. Ting, 
has charge of the vaccination. He is a crip- 
ple. He was for some years assistant in the 
Mission Hospital in Hong-Kew, which has 
given him a good deal of experience. He is 
aided by our assistant catechist, Mr. Dzung. 
The vaccination work, which is carried on 
for about four months, gives us a kind of in- 
troduction to each family from which a child 
is brought. : 


SING-TSONG AND SE-KUING STATIONS. 

At Sing-tsong, the next station, we have 

rented two rooms well adapted to our work; 
one for preaching and the other for the resi- 
dence of a Bible colporteur, under the aus- 
pices of the American Bible Society. 
The catechist Dan, who is in charge of 
Se-kuing, was betrothed the other day to one 
of the scholars of the Bridgman Memorial 
School. She is a good musician and teacher 
of the younger scholars, and we shall miss 
her. She is a good girl, and I hope may 
make him a good and useful wife. Se-kuing 
is a very hard field. Everything is very cold 
and dead there. But so was Kong-wan before 
our work was fairly begun by the Rev. Hong- 
Neok Woo, since which time it has become one 
of our best stations. Only let us be able to 
train up or bring in the right kind of native 
helpers, and with the Lord’s blessing the 
work will go forward even in Se-kuing. 

Pray for us and our work, that the Lord 
may raise up such men for us from among 
the natives. We do not need many foreign- 
ers; only enough to keep the work well up 
and every part on the move, so that one may 
feel his work will not fade away.

LETTER FROM MISS L. M. FAY. 
Duane Haru, Hone Kew, 

March 24th, 1878. 
DrarR Mr. Kimper:... Just now, as 
you doubtless know, all China is in mourning 
over the grievous famine in the north and 
west; and we daily hear such sickening news 
and heartrending details, that life seems 
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almost insupportable; and though we tax our- 
selves to the last point of endurance to give 
bread to the hungry, they are too often sent 
away unfed. You can imagine my delight, 
then, when I can take a needy one in school 
and feed and clothe him fora whole year; aye, 
and teach him too! I often think—how 
true, indeed!—‘‘ that all worldly joys grow 
ess to the one joy of doing kindnesses.” 
There have been floods and famines, wars 
and pestilence, in China, since I came here; 
but we have never seen or heard of anything 
half so terrible as the present state of things. 
The poor women and children suffer most; the 
men tramp off to other places, leaving their 
starving families to a lingering though certain 


death. And what seems still more painful, is 
that the want of timely rain in these famine 
regions will entirely destroy the spring crops 
of wheat, millet, and rice. 

One cannot but feel that the Lorp in His 
anger is stretching out His hand and _afflict- 
ing this great nation. Like Nineveh of old, 
we pray that it may turn unto the Lord with 
weeping and with fasting, casting away its 
idols, learn to serve the living Gop. 

There are some half dozen candidates for 
the ‘‘ Frances Stanton” Scholarship, but the 
happy one who will hold it will not be elected 
till the 1st of April, when the scholarship 
begins; I will then send you his name, claims, 
ete. Yours faithfully. 


JAPAN. 


LETTER FROM BISHOP C. M. WILLIAMS. 


WE are sure that it will be quite unnecessary 
to express the sincere regret felt by all con- 
cerned upon the receipt of the intelligence 
conveyed by the following letter (which by 
request of the Foreign Committee has already 
appeared in several of the Church papers), 
viz., the severe illness of our faithful Mis- 
sionary, the Rev. Wm. B. Cooper, and the 
consequent additional necessity for speedily 
sending forward men of liberal education to 
reénforce the workers of the Japan Mission. 
We hope there will not be much delay in ac- 
complishing this. 

It has already been announced to the 
Church, more than once, that Bishop Wil- 
liams has long been anxious to have two 
additional Missionaries for Osaka, and that, 
more recently he has very earnestly pressed 
the necessity for the appointment of a com- 
petent teacher for a boys’ school of high grade 
at Tokio. Funds having been specially pro- 
vided, as has been heretofore explained, it 
should be mentioned here that unexpected 
hindrances only have prevented the supplying 
of the need first mentioned. We hope that 
we may, even in the next number, be able to 
publish the appointment of one Clergyman for 
Osaka station.’ It would now appear, how- 
ever, that Tokio isin more immediate need, if 
that be possible. The Committee for Foreign 
Missions are most desirous to compass the ap- 
pointment of at least one other Clergyman 
and to aid Bishop Williams in developing his 
educational project by sending to his assis- 
tance a properly qualified teacher, so soon as 

circumstances will permit 


Toxro, March 20th, 1878. 


My Dear Brotuer: My last was under 
date of February 27th. In that letter I men- 
tioned that Mr. Cooper was suffering from a 
sharp attack of congestion of the brain, and 
that it was feared that he would be obliged to 
return home. This fear is about to be realized. 
The physicians all say he must have a long 
rest. . . . Dr. Hepburn writes to me: ‘‘ The 
best thing to be done for him, in my opinion, 
is to send him away from Japan. He should 
go to some place which should afford him the 
best conditions for recovering his health. This 
certainly would not be in America, where it 
would be almost impossible for him to resist 
the demands which would be made on him 
continually to talk or preach upon Missionary 
subjects. . . . He should lead a quiet life, 
free from any kind of study, with as much 
out-door exercise as possible. I have advised 
him to go to Switzerland, Northern Italy, 
South of France, or Germany, as the places 
which would suit the exigencies of his case 
the best. There he will have a healthful climate, 
pleasant scenery and associations, and a good 
field for the exercise which is essential to 
him. . . . His recovery will be slow. A brain 
ill-used and broken down will require some 
time to bring it back to a healthy working 
condition.” ... 

This is a serious loss to our Mission in 
Japan. Mr. Cooper speaks Japanese very 
fluently, and has been very earnest and active 
in his work, but now, in the midst of all his 
plans, he is laid aside. . .’. Our Mission has 
now lost three of the six Foreign Clergy who 
have been sent to Japan, and no one comes to 
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take their places. If the process is suffered 
to continue much longer, it is very plain that 
at a near future our Mission to Japan will be 
numbered among the things that are past. Is 
the Church willing to stand by and see the 
Japan Mission die such a miserable death by 


piecemeal? Will not the Foreign Committee 
do something to stop it? Can you not find a 
good man who is willing to come and help us 
to lead this people to the knowledge of Gop 
and of His dear Son?

MEXICO. 


EXTRACT FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE MEXICAN LEAGUE. 


Recent advices from the City of Mexico 
bring’ us the gratifying intelligence that the 
desire for a purer faith is steadily increasing. 

Upon the occasion of the thanksgiving fes- 
tival, on New Year’s eve, the Chapel of St. 
Francisco was crowded, many of the worship- 
pers standing during the greater part of the Ser- 
vice. The Rev. Thomas Valdespino delivered 
an eloquent address, and closed by speaking in 
the warmest terms of the Rev. Dr. Riley’s 
indefatigable labors for the cause, and also of 
the ‘‘holy zeal” of the Mexican League. 

The Rev. Mr. Maruri has recently visited 
the congregations in the vicinity of the City 
of Mexico, and was much impressed by their 
religious enthusiasm ; he reports that many 
other congregations could be formed with a 
very small outlay. 

The Rev. Prudencio Hernandez, Bishop- 
elect of the rural districts, has removed to 
Cuernavaca, the capital of the State of More- 
los. The congregation there is next in im- 
portance to those in the City of Mexico. It 
was established in 1870. The Rev. Mr. Her- 
nandez writes that ‘since that time to the 
present they have run the gauntlet, surrounded 
with difficulties, encompassed with perils and 
sufferings which they have constantly en- 
dured from the persistent and unjust persecu- 
_ tion of the Romanists.” They are doing a 
good work for the Church of Jesus in Mexico. 
It is an important centre for Missionary work, 
as there are now twenty-five congregations in 
the State of Morelos, many of them self-sup- 
porting and flourishing. 

Mrs. Hooker gives most encouraging and 
interesting accounts of the forty orphan girls 
she is training with loving care as Christian 
teachers. Several of them are supported by 


classes in our Sunday-schools, at the small: 


charge of $60 a year; and if all of them 
could be so cared for, it would establish a 
tender bond between the youth of the two 
Republics. Our faithful correspondent, Miss 
Grut, has charge of a day-school, and also 


teaches in the Sunday-schools. Being a native 
of South America, she is most efficient and 
useful, going from house to house reading 
and explaining the Scriptures. 

The Christian periodical, the Verdad, has 
reached us in its new type, the gift of the 
League. Itis ably edited, teaching the great 
truths of the Gospel, and combating error 
with courage and wisdom. : 

We close this report of the year’s labors 
with profound gratitude to Gop for what we 
have been enabled to accomplish, and with sin- 
cere thanks to those who have aided us, and 
will only add a few words as to our future. 

The importance of sustaining a work of 
such magnitude and promise must commend 
itself to all who desire the extension of our 
Lorp’s kingdom. The Rey. Dr. Riley leaves 
us for his distant and difficult field of duty, 
but he goes in the confident hope that the- 
League will spare no effort to raise the funds ° 
needed to support the work. 

The Foreign Committee recognize us as the 
special agents for this cause, and the necessity 
is laid upon us to be faithful to the trust. 
Twenty-five thousand dollars a year will 
place the work on a firm basis, and this can 
easily be raised without conflicting with the 
claims of any other work of the Church. 
Gop has blessed us all with some measure 
of influence, and each member of the 
League can interest and bring in others. 
The smallest contributions will be thankfully 
received, and funds can be raised in any 
manner which does not conflict with the dig- 
nity of all work for Curisr and His Church. 

We present in the name of the League our 
sincere thanks to the Rev. Dr. Riley for his 
untiring and valuable efforts in organizing 
and promoting the interest of the associa- 
tion. 

May Gop prosper him and his co-laborers in 
their noble work, and inspire us to pray fer- 
vently and give generously.

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Extracts from recent letters received by the 
Corresponding Secretary of the League in 
aid of the Mexican Branch of the Church.* 


‘‘Crry or Mexico, May 14th, 1878. 
“Miss Cuartorre A. HAmiiron: 

“My Dear Frrenp:. Our present 
Christian work in Mexico is most important, 
and is under the direction of thorough Chris- 
tian people, such as Mr. Hernandez and son, 
Messrs. Valdespino, Maruri, Perez, and others. 
All these work earnestly to show the people 
of their country the light of the ‘glorious 
Gospel of Curist.’ 

“Our efforts have already been very success- 
ful, and the work has extended far and wide 
through this Republic. Our congregations 
outside of this city number upwards of seven- 
ty, and many more are being rapidly formed. 
The funds we receive are wisely spent and are 
doing a vast deal of good, but they are quite 
inadequate to the needs of so important a 

‘work. We have just enough to meet the 
wants of our work as it is to-day, but nothing 
over to form new congregations, establish a 
seminary, or other things that are really re- 
quired for the advancement of the sacred cause 
we have in hand. “This Church work in Mex- 
ico is signally distinguished for its earnest 
faith and for the courage and perseverance 
with which it is carried on.” 

From the populous and important city of 
Puebla a letter has just been received, of 
which I send the following translation: 


“To the Presbyter of the Church of Jesus, 
Mr. Ignacio Maruri: 

‘‘ BELOVED BROTHER IN CuHRistT: It is now 
three years and a half since we had the mis- 
fortune to have our Church here closed, and 
it is also two years and a half since we have 
been earnestly supplicating to have it opened 
once more. We have written several letters 
to our brother Hernandez begging him to have 
our Church opened again. 

«True it is that during these three years of 
spiritual need our brother Perez sometimes 
visited us, and to our great joy performed 
Services for us, and administered the Lorp’s 
-Supper, but now we have not even this great 
comfort, as it is a long time since we have 
had the pleasure of hearing the Holy Word of 
Gop preached from the lips of a Minister. 

«« We do ‘search the Scriptures,’ but still we 
need a Minister to explain to us what we do 
not understand. We are yet very ignorant,

and therefore we do require the preaching of 
the Word in order that the light of the Holy 
Gospel may shine on us more and more. 

«Brother Maruri, we tell you with tears of 
heartfelt sorrow that we have been deeply 
grieved at seeing many of the brethren who 
formed part of this congregation go astray. 
Some have become Romanists again, others 
Spiritualists, and some are nothing at all. 
Some have, however, proved faithful to the 
Holy Gospel, but are still doubting and in 
partial darkness. All this evil has come on 
us because we have no Church, because we 
have no Minister to establish us in the Faith, 
because we are as ‘sheep having no shep- 
herd,’ and, in short, because we have no 
House of Prayer where we might be taught, 
and where we might ask an explanation of 
that of which we are ignorant. 

«“We really feel broken hearted, because no 
one seems to hear our entreaties—no one. an- 
swers us. 

«<A few days ago we wrote to our Brother 
Perez. Perhaps we have become wearisome 
by so much writing . . . Welove the ‘Church 
of Jesus,’ because it is free and independent, 
and because there we learned to become Chris- 
tians, and to worship Gop in ‘spirit and in 
truth.’ There also we were made aware of 
how much time we had lost worshipping idols 
and wafers, and therefore we feel grateful, 
and love it. 

«‘ Well-beloved brother, we have heard that 
it is you who can restore our Church to us; 
and we do earnestly beseech you, for the sake 
of the precious blood of Curist, to do all in 
your power to let us have our holyChurch again. 

«©You all know that although we have been 
reared Roman Catholics, we have received the 
Gospel with as much relish and pleasure as 
thirsting plants receive the rain.” 

The letter is signed A. Sanchez. He says 
also that he was very sorry that it had not the 
signatures of many of the brethren who signed 
when they wrote to Mr. Perez; but this could 
not be, as they were at their work far away. 
Dr. Riley intends sending Perez to them for a 
few days, but he says that the care-taking of 
that congregation must depend on whether or 
no we receive funds enough to support it. 
Dr. Riley is most anxious to extend the work 
over the whole Republic, but this is utterly 
impossible with our present funds. Of course 
we feel most grateful for what we have; for 
without funds we would do nothing at all, as 
we have no one to help us here, 
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«May 21st. 

“T feel sure that if you, and all the other 
members of our League could have been in 
the chapel of San Francisco on Sunday last, 
you would have been delighted to hear the 
hearty responses of a large congregation, and 
also the beautiful singing. Our chapel looks 
really grand when filled with worshippers of 
all ranks and conditions, from the well- 
dressed lady to the humblest peasant. Gray- 
headed men and women, as well as boys and 
girls, come to our Sunday-school, earnestly de- 
siring to be fed ‘ with the sincere milk of the 
Word,’ because here all are new-born babes. 
We had a celebration of the Lorp’s Supper, 
at which there was a fair attendance. Dr. 
Riley made a very appropriate address to those 
who were to partake*of the Heavenly feast, 
exhorting all to consider well the nature of 
this holy sacrament ere they ventured to draw 
near to their Lorn’s table. = 

“The Cathedral of San Francisco may be 
considered the citadel of our Christian army, 
and we therefore wish to make it stronger 
and stronger. When we are able to hold our 
Services in that grand old church, we feel 
sure that many, many persons will be induced 
to enter, some perhaps only out of mere 
curiosity, attracted by its magnificent appear- 
ance; but still they will enter into the net 


cast for them. We especially expect to see | 


there a number of the rich aristocracy of the 
city, who will probably be brought to a knowl- 
edge of the ‘ truth as it is in Jusus.’ 


“‘ However, before this can take place, San ~ 


Francisco Cathedral must be repaired. Be- 
sides the two or three thousand dollars which 


earnestly beg our Christian brethren to raise 
forusa further sum (if they have not yet done 
so) of two or three thousand dollars, which 
will be sufficient to complete the necessary re- 
pairing of this church and render it fit for 
Service. 
“« May 23d. 

«We have actually commenced the work of 
repairing San Francisco Cathedral, and have 
done so in faith that sufficient funds will be 
raised by true Christians for so sacred a pur- 
pose. I constantly have visions before my 
mind’s eye of this Cathedral being finished, 
and large congregations entering and coming 
out of it, and trust that ere many weeks have 
passed away this vision will have become a 
reality. It isa piteous sight to seeso many rich 
Mexicans in this city dwelling in cedar houses, 
while the Lorn’s Howse is not built; but then 
we know that they cannot sympathize with 
us. We are comforted, however, by the 


brethren of the States, who will come forward 
to help in the glorious work of preparing a 
House of Prayer for all those who have be- 
come disciples of a ‘crucified Redeemer,’ 
and also for many, many more who will be- 
| fore long enter into His fold, ‘for the Lorp 
has much people in this city.’

the Indians’ Hope, of Philadelphia : 

-_ « We have four native Clergy, one the well- 
known Presbyter, J. J. Enmegahbowh, and 
two Deacons, not long since ordained. Ano- 
ther Deacon, the Rev. Samuel Madison, to our 
great loss, died at Red Lake last September, 
leaving his fellow-workman, the Rey. F. Smith, 
to carry on the work there alone. 

« Another Deacon, the Rev. Charles 
Wright, is at anew station twenty miles from 
White Earth, called Wild Rice River, among 
the Otter Tail’ Band of Indians. ~These 
Indians have just settled down to civilized 
life. We have there a pretty church, and the 
Rey. Charles Wright, with his wife, is doing an 
excellent work among them. Many of them are 
becoming Christians, and many more of them 
are thinking of it. The Rev. Charles Wright 
is full of courage,and filled with an eager desire 
to turn the whole of these Otter Tail Indians 
to Gop, and with Gon’s help I doubt not he 
will succeed, He has great zeal and great 
natural faculty in doing his work. Beside 
him, I would consider any white Clergyman 
a babe for this particular work. While a 
student he won over many heathen Indians 
to belief of the Gospel and to Baptism and 
Confirmation, and now that he can devote his 
undivided attention and energies to it, I ex- 
pect great things from him. He has organ- 
ized a Woman’s Meeting, where he gathers in 
all the heathen Indian women once a week, 
and his wife teaches them to sew and knit 
stockings and mittens, to make comfortables 
and everything that is useful, while he teaches 
them to sing hymns, and reads and explains 
to them the Scriptures. 

«The Rey. Fred Smith is doing a similar 
work at Red Lake, among the 1,200 benighted 
Red Lake Indians, eighty miles distant from 
any other human beings, on the shores of that 
great sheet of water 800 miles in circumfer- 
ence. He hasin one respect a grand field, 
1,200 people all to himself; no other minister 
of religion to oppose him in any way. Itisa 
most important post to be held for Curisr 
and His Church against the powers of dark- 
ness, ‘Then we have the congregation at 
White Earth, of which you know already, and 
of which I need not speak. 

“We have also four Indian young men 
training for the Ministry. They all give the 
highest promise for usefulness. I spend 
about three hours every day with them, in- 


structing them, and often my heart is filled 
with thankfulness to Gop when I hear from 
their lips words which show the deepest spir- 


itual insight into the Gospel and the deepest 


Christian experience; and yet a few years ago 
they could hardly read. They have no com- 
mentaries, no helps of any kind, nothing but 
the Hony Sprrir illuminating their once 
darkened understandings with Heavenly light. 
So far as I have seen Indian young men, I 
should say they have ‘theological minds,’ 
quick to understand and appreciate spiritual 
truth. 

“These young men who are now being 
trained are the hope of the Chippewa Indians. 
There are about 10,000 of that race still sur- 
viving in the United States, all in pagan 
darkness, except a very few; and these young 
men are the ones that will save them, if they 
are ever to be saved, Nothing is so vitally 
important as to complete the education of 
these young men. Around us are scattered - 
the Chippewa Indians in clumps of 2,000 
or 3,000, and one of these young men must 
go to each such settlement, bearing aloft the 
light of life, as some of their brothers have 
done to Red Lake and Wild Rice River. It 
is a shame for us as a Christian people that 
we have so long suffered these our home hea- 
then to sit in the very blackness of darkness, 
and never have the Gospel sent to them; 
never once in their lives let them hear it. 

«T remember once reading the Command- 
ments and explaining them to some Indians, 
within half a mile of the Northern Pacific 
Railway, and within half a mile of a large 
town full of Christian ‘people. Well, these 
Indians heard the Commandments with aston- 
ishment, and sometimes with shouts of laugh- 
ter; they had never once tn their lives heard 
anything of the soul. Yet, as I have said, 
there was a townful of Christian people 
within a stone’s throw. There was an old 
man of seventy just dying, and others were 
just recovering from a drunken debauch and 
all sorts of conceivable misery. The whites 
had industriously taught them all their vices, 
but never one word of good. It is a reproach 
to our Christianity, but, by Gop’s help, we will 
remove that blot. 
men now being educated we can preach the 
Gospel to all of them, and, by Gop’s help, con- 
vert all of them. It will not any longer be 
said of beautiful Minnesota that her seven 
thousand lakes, her countless purling streams, 


her beautiful prairies, her ten thousand — 


By means of these young —

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happy homes, are polluted by the presence 
of thousands of heathen idolaters, to whom 
the Gospel has never been preached. 

_ **And now I come to the point particu- 
larly. . . . All we want is that the present 
stipends of the Missionaries be continued; 
that the members of the Indians’ Hope, and 
all other members of the Church, do their 
duty by giving the tenth to Gop, as He 
srequires, filling His treasury—His treasury 


for Indian Missions among others—so that: 


the Missionaries who are now here, and the 
four young men who are being educated for 


the Ministry, may be continued. To cut off 
the stipends altogether would be to inflict a - 
great hardship on the Indian Clergymen, and 
disappoint the hopes of salvation of all the 
Indians. I trust we will all arise and ask 
our brother or our sister to help us and avoid 
such a calamity. Ido not believe there are 
Missions to any part of the world that can 
show such fruit in so short a time as Mis- 
sions to the Indians; let us sustain them for 
a few years longer,.and then they will be 
self-sustaining.” 


SOMETHING ABOUT OUR COLORED WORK. 


THE same need for 2 native Clergy which 
is felt in our Foreign and Indian Missions is 
felt also by those who have the care of our 
work among the colored people of the South. 
A few colored Clergy are already at work, and 
a small class of postulants is now being trained 
in St. Augustine’s Normal School, Raleigh, 

' North Carolina. But the present supply by 
no means equals the demand, and there is 
urgent need for aid in this direction. For 


every annual payment of one hundred dol-:»ersons in East Florida. 


lars a student can be placed, under recom 
mendation by his Bishop, in this school, and 
there trained for the Holy Ministry of the 
Church. Three such payments have been 
made this year through the Auxiliary, and we 
would gladly receive more. 

One of our Missionaries writes from Florida 
of this need of a colored Clergy: 

«T am truly glad that the Auxiliary takes 
an interest in our colered people. What to 
do for this people, and how to do it most 
effectually, occupies many of my thoughts. 
The Church could do so much for this race 
if she only had the men to labor amongst 
them. The parish Clergy and those employ- 
ed in Missionary work in Florida do what 
they can for the colored people around them; 
and yet what can men do who are laboring 
to the extent of their ability in their parish 
and Missionary work amongst the white pop- 
ulation, which is their special charge? I 
mean what can they do in the way of sepa- 
rate and independent work amongst the color- 
ed people? If both races could only be 
brought together for worship and instruction, 
as it was in past days, they then could do 


much for them without any great increase of 
their labors. Such a day, I hope, may come 
by and by. 

«If, however, the Church could only pro- 
vide for the support of colored fellow-workers, 
then every member and Missionary could ac- 
complish a good deal. I am persuaded thaé 
if I could provide for the support of a few 
colored lay-workers and Deacons, I could 
reach and control a large number of colored 
I again and again 
meet with colored men whom I could use. 
for the benefit of their people, if I could only 
provide for their support, and set them to 
work and direct them in their work. They 
could be supported at half the cost of a 
white man, then they have an influence that 
no white man could acquire. 

«But I have not answered your questions. 
You write to know if the Woman’s Auxiliary 
can do anything for the poor amongst the 
colored people. The Ladies’ Society of Os- 
wego, Central New York, sent, in the winter, 
several barrels of clothing for their use. The 
yellow fever had caused great distress amongst 
that people, as well as amongst the white 
population, and the clothing sent came in a 
time of need. 

«Tt will not do, however, to make this 
people too dependent upon the charity of the 
white race. They need to be trained to care 
for and help each other. Iam trying to do 
something in this direction. Some time ago— 
I organized the Colored Aid Society, to look 
out for the destitute and to make up clothing 
for the old and helpless. The society has 
already accomplished something, the mem- 
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bers have begun making garments for some 
poor and worthy persons. 'Thisalso has been 
done: it has stimulated the colored churches 
in the town to attempt something of the kind 
in their societies. I>trust I may be allowed 
to say that my personal influence amongst 
this people—they all know me, and have for 


' years—will do something in the way of ex- 


- Societies. 


‘tending this work. I want to organize these 


Aid Societies in other portions of our Diocese, 
at least so soon as I can find and provide the 
support for an assistant who will take my 
place when I am absent. If the Auxiliary 
could aid in the way of material—calico, mus- 
lin, old garments to be altered—you could 
help our societies. I intend, in future, to do 
all in the way of clothing and helping the 
destitute colored people through these Aid 
I hope ere long to have a room 
where the members can meet once a week to 
work or to receive work to take to their 
homes. 

«There is asmall number of colored persons 
who attend the services of the parish church. 
It is a beginning to bring the races as worship- 
pers together. If there were only more room 
in our church the number could be larger. 
We did hope to build a new and larger church, 
which would have given ample room to them, 
and I think that they would have occupied it. 
The depression of business and the losses oc- 
casioned by it, together with the general pros- 
tration of ‘business throughout the whole coun- 
try, have delayed our intention for some time to 


- come. 


“JY have written you a longer letter than I 
intended, and perhaps than your question re- 
uired. 

«Praying the good Lorp to prosper you in 
your work for Curisr and His Church, be- 
lieve me, I remain, Yours truly.” 


Something of this educational work to 
which this letter refers is being carried on in 
Petersburg, whence the wife of our Mission- 
ary writes: 

“We are changing our plans and are put- 
ting colored teachers in the schools to sec if 
they can carry on the work successfully. 
One is a postulant for Holy Orders, who will 
take charge of the second department, and a 
newly-ordained Deacon will have the first.

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One of my husband’s pupils, a girl, will 
the third, and officiate as organist in 
church.

They are all members” 
of this Church, and are as well qualified as” 
we could expect; and we hope they will prov 
to be thoroughly competent.” 


One of our colored Clergy writes in replaa : 
to aletter from the Secretary of the Auxil-_— 
iary: = 

“T have a large school and a growing — 
chprch under my charge, and having no as- 
sistants, I am obliged to fulfil all the duties of a 
these two departments myself, and they so_ 
monopolize my attention that I can hardly — é 
find opportunity for correspondence. I am “a 
now upwards of three score and ten, and 7 
have been in the Ministry over of thirty — 
years, but have never before been in a situa-— 
tion where my services were in such constant 
demand. We have 80 pupils in our Mission i 
school, 50 girls and 30 boys; we sometimes 
have over a hundred. The Sunday-school 
numbers about 150 scholars; on extra occa- — 
sions we muster nearly 200. One of our girls, — 
aged 19 years, has lately been examined by 
the school commissioners of this placeandas- 
signed to the charge of a school ina neigh 3 
ing town.” a

Another colored teacher, the daughter of 
one of our Missionaries, writes : 


‘«Our school is progressing finely. Quite a 
number of our scholars are to be confirmed next 
Sunday. Ifyoucan possibly send us a box by — 
Easter, or soon after, we shall consider ourselves — 
under new and lasting obligations to you and — 
the kind ladies. We have not received a box — 
since last Easter. The contents of that en- — 
abled our scholars to appear as neat and clean — q 
as we could wish. We always charge them 
strictly to take off their dresses as soon as ‘ 
they return from school, that they may appear 
tidy while there. I have been much pleased — 
to see the pains to preserve the clothes given _ 
them. One little girl takes great care of a 
dress which was given her from the box; she 
always designates it as the dress that came 
from the ‘ good place,’ and can be persuaded 
to wear it only on Sundays, although it look 
quite shabby.”
